At the 
Middlesex Hospital, which we visited this week, 
everyone who could be spared was engaged in 
preparing stock and making a supply of plaster 
bandages which, in ordinary circumstances, 
vould last a considerable time. Bed labels were 
ilso in readiness by means of which the patients 
ould at once be divided into four groups, A, 
6b, C and D, according to whether they could 
valk home, be sent home by stretcher or other 
uitable conveyance, be sent to an outlying base 
lospital, or were too ill to be moved.

prepared to do the same. Actually they are given 
every consideration, but some must inevitably be 
disappointed and cannot serve in the hospital or 
district of their choice. 

As we go to press we still hope that these 
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preparations will prove unnecessary. Yet. the 
mighty preparations which the nations of Europe 
have made for war can give little sense of real 
security. Those preparations which we have 
been forced to make have given us a confidence 
much greater than was evinced last September. 
On the other hand, real confidence must come 
first and foremost from doing what we know 
to be right, and our leaders to-day realise that 
everyone will be behind them and ready to bear 
the consequences of defending the faith that is 
in every right-minded person. 


On the nursing profession a great responsi- 
bility will rest. Their efficiency in dealing with 
the situations which may have arisen even before 
these words appear in print will be an important 
force in maintaining the morale of others who 
have not had that contact with the world of 
accident and disaster in which the nurse spends 
her life and which she can therefore face calmly ; 
fear is readily banished by the forgetting of self 
in the need to give physical, mental and moral 
support to those dependent on the lead which, 
perhaps, she alone can give in the circumstances 
of her work. 
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Communal Meals 


THE question of providing food for the children 
has been one of the chief evacuation problems. 
Packets of food solve the problem of the first 24 
hours—if the tendency to eat it up too soon is 
checked by grown ups! Communal meals have 
been arranged at many destinations and for some 
months a food advisory committee has been at 
work on this question. One of the members of 
the committee is Miss Margaret C. Broatch, S.R.N., 
until last year dietitian to University College 
Hospital, but now school meals organiser to the 
London County Council—work which has meant 
dealing with the meals for 5,000 necessitous school 
children and those in special schools. The com- 
munal meals have been planned for large numbers 

15,000 school children at Brighton, for instance— 
and a leaflet issued recently by the Women’s 
Voluntary Services to country housewives in- 
formed them that if children took their mid-day 
meal at a community centre those in charge of 
them would be asked to pay a small sum from the 
allowances they received. 


No Red Tape 


PeopLe who take part in evacuation need not 
fear that they will be deprived by red tape of 
any necessary advice and treatment if they are ill. 
Under the new Emergency Powers (Defence) 


Act passed last week the Minister of Health may 
give directions regarding the use of any hospital 
so that treatment may be readily available for 
persons in the United Kingdom who may be 
suffering from any injury, disease or incapacity 
in consequence of war operations, or who may 
leave their homes on account of air raids or 
fear of them. The Minister may relax any 
previous limitations on the hospital service. 


Theory into Practice? 


ANOTHER instance of the cutting of red tape 
comes from the Central Emergency Committee 
for the Nursing Profession. Emergency nursing 
services were warned last week-end to be ready 
in the event of war. In an emergency, auxiliaries 
who have completed their first aid and nursing 
lectures will be allocated to duties even if they 
lack the compulsory 50 to 90 hours’ practical 
hospital training. In war time such practical 
experience would, unfortunately, not long be 


lacking. 
Under the Two Rules 


THE results of the First Examination of the 
Central Midwives Board, held this August for the 
second time under the New Section B Training 
and Examination Rules of the Board, have now 
been issued. The number of first entries was 352. 
Of these 284 passed. Re-entries numbered 35 
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and 23 passed, bringing the total number of 
passes up to 307 out of 387. As we said in our 
leading article, “‘ Midwifery and the Nurse,” in 
the issue of June 24, although the number of 
entries before the change from Old to New Rules 
was made was 1,116, it may not be quite fair to 
suppose that the drop will be permanent since 
the New Rules brought a lengthening of the 
training from six to 12 months and it was natural 
that large numbers should hasten to enter before 
the change was made, and so put up the numbers. 
lhe August results under the Old Rules show 98 
first entries, 307 re-entries, total 405. Of these 
74 first entries and 200 re-entries passed, total 
274. This still leaves a good number of failures 

131—possibly to be re-examined, so the end of 
the examination under the Old Rules is not yet 
n sight. Nurses will watch the figures with interest 
lor it is vital that there should be a plentiful

No Money for Essentials 


At the mixed school of Rhymney, Monmouth

Fire Fighting 

‘“ Ficut fire with asbestos ”’ is the slogan adopted 
by  Bell’s Asbestos and Engineering Ltd 
Slough, who recently gave an exhibition: at the 
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Waldorf Hotel, Aldwych, W.C.2, to show all the 
devices and articles of clothing they are manu- 
facturing to combat one of the great dangers that 
may come in the event of war—fire from incendiary 
bombs. At the exhibition there were suits of 
asbestos, with boots and leggings (in one) and 
visor. These suits cover a man from top to toe 
and are intended for those who must work in 
“flame conditions.” For the home there are 
gauntlet gloves, aprons and blankets of asbestos; 
the apron can be worn either as a_ protective 
garment, leaving both hands free, or may be used 
as a blanket to smother an outbreak of fire. Cur- 
tains made to drop or to draw are another practical 
use to which asbestos has been put by this firm of 
manufacturers, who point out that fire fanned bya 
draught burns fiercely, and in any building, 
whether it be hospital or home, the stairways, 
corridors and windows are vulnerable places and 
should be screened against draught and fire. 


Health Work at Willesden 


THE infant mortality figures for the borough 
of Willesden, contained in the 63rd annual health 
report, issued recently by Dr. G. F. Buchan, 
medical officer of health, point a moral which 
should encourage every health visitor and district 
nurse to impress upon mothers the value of health 





The importance of ligaturing the cord at least two inches from 
the umbilicus is brought home to midwives by this case in which 
the infant was born with a loop of bowel and appendix extending 
into the umbilical cord. The appendix was removed when the 
baby was 20 hours’ old and at nine days’ old she is doing well. 
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centres. During 1938 there were 2,968 births 
in Willesden; the infant mortality rate among 
those who had attended a clinic was 21 per 1,000 
births as against 115 per 1,000 among the non 
clinic attendants. Willesden has two health 
centres. The mothercraft section in each is in 
charge of a health visitor, who holds sessions in 
the afternoons which are becoming increasingly 
popular with mothers. Another important clinic 
is the cancer clinic, which is held on Thursday 
evenings from 7 to 8 p.m. (the first and third 
Thursday at one health centre, and the second 
and fourth Thursday at the other health centre.) 
No treatment is given; the patient is referred to 
one of the hospitals for further diagnosis or 
treatment when this is necessary. 


Fitness Grants 


Ir is difficult to asses$ the results of such a 
a movement as the National Fitness Campaign 
so early in its existence, but it is clear from the 
report of the Grants Committee of the National 
Fitness Council that much good work is_ being 
done. During the last two years, 789 offers of 
grants have been made, amounting to over 
£1,400,000, and nearly 600 towns and villages in 
England and Wales have benefited from the money. 
Swimming baths top the list with £442,052 and 
£337,211 has been granted for playing fields. 
Grants have been given to 12 youth organisations 
and 12 sporting bodies to assist them towards 
appointing organisers of physical training and 
recreation, and grants have also been offered to 
facilitate the employment of full time instructors 
by local education authorities and various volun 
tary organisations. There has been some difficulty 
over the question of grants for camps New 
problems have arisen partly owing to the spread 
of holidays with pay and partly owing to the 
needs of evacuation which may affect the govern 
ment policy with regard to camps. Moreover, 
to be of real help in the setting up of camps 
grants might have to be so large as to be beyond 
the means at the committee's disposal 


A Call to Midwives 


“You are needed for national service in domiciliary 
midwifery and emergency maternity homes.” 
This appeal to midwives has been issued by the 
Midwives’ Institute. Those who have claims 
which prevent their leaving home should offer 
to help in their own locality. Midwives employed 
full time in emergency work will be paid the 
salary in force in the area where they work. 
The appeal continues : “ If you feel the need of a 
refresher course the Midwives’ Institute will 
arrange one for you, so long as the peace is not 
disturbed.”’ Those who are not in a salaried post 
and have not yet sent in their names should apply 
to the Central Midwives Board. The Midwives’

diabetics were treated on Allen’s diet, that 

is, they had nothing but Bovril, tea, coffee, 
and water for several days till the sugar dis- 
appeared. After this, eggs, green vegetables and 
salads were allowed, and finally meat and fish, but 
at the best the diet was that of semi-starvation 
and insufficient to provide energy for work. I 
mention this because even in these days when a 
patient is found to have severe diabetes he is 
sometimes starved, which is the exact opposite 
to what should be done for his case, as starvation 
may produce coma. 


Diet for Mild Cases 


On first seeing a patient with mild diabetes, 
i.e., With no marked wasting, no acetone in the 
urme, and not much sugar, it is sufficient to 
put him on a diet of meat, fish, fowl, plenty 
4 green vegetables and salad, and plenty of fruit 
excluding bananas), and to cut off potatoes, 
parsnips, and all starchy foods, excepting 3 oz. 
of ordinary bread per day. 

If sugar does not disappear from the urine after 
three to five days of this diet then he must be 
put on a basal diet which is best calculated by a 
Lawrence Line-Ration Card. The card is two- 
fold. On one side are the carbohydrates printed 
in black, and on the other side are protein and fat 
printed in red. A line-ration consists of one red 
and one black portion and contains 10 grm. 
carbohydrate, 74 grm. protein and 15 grms. fat, 
the total value of which equals 210 calories. In 
Lawrence’s last edition of “‘ The Diabetic Life ” 
he has changed these quantities and a 10 line 
ration which used to contain 50 grm. carbohydrate, 
75 grm. protein and 150 grm. fat, now contains 
100 grm. carbohydrate, 75 grm. protein and 
90 grm. fat, which is a much better balanced diet. 

The total number of calories required each day 
is based on the weight of the patient, e.g., a man 
weighing 185 lb. would require 10 lines for a 
basal allowance or 14 lines for a working allowance.

Stabilising the Patient’s Metabolism 


If the patient continues to pass sugar in his 
urine, and especially if the blood sugar is above 
the normal after some days on a basal diet, then 
insulin will have to be employed in conjunction 
with a basal diet. The patient’s metabolism is then

Diabetes and Its 
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stabilised by a basal diet and an adjustment of 
insulin. 

The diet must be increased to meet the needs of 
a man or woman at work, and possibly the insulin 
dosage will likewise have to be increased, but 
since the introduction of these diets it has been 
found possible to increase the amount of carbohy- 
drate with safety. All my patients are given three 
oz. bread extra and children are often allowed up to 
eight to 10 oz. bread extra, and this without 
increasing the amount of insulin required to keep 
the sugar-excretion to a very low level. It does 
not matter if the bread is toasted or baked, or 
if it is ordinary white bread; the amount of carbo- 
hydrate is the same in all these varieties. Certain 
breads contain malt and, therefore, much more 
carbohydrate than ordinary bread. Brown bread 
contains half the amount of carbohydrate that 
white bread does and Ryvita an amount between 
brown and white bread. 


Kinds of Insulin 


There are two kinds of insulin in use : 

(1) Soluble insulin, the original type. 

(2) Suspension insulin of which there are two 
kinds—insulin retard leo, or protamine insulin, and 
zinc protaminate insulin 

The first type, soluble insulin, is usually put up 
in 5c.c. bottles containing 100 units, but it 
can be obtained double in strength. Its effect is 
speedy as it is quickly absorbed after subcutaneous 
injection and the effect lasts from four to eight 
hours. In a severe case therefore two or more 
injections will be required in the 24 hours. 

The retard insulin is made by precipitating 
ordinary insulin by a buffer salt which delays its 
absorption into the body and its action is prolonged 
to eight to 12 or more hours. Two injections are 
given in 24 hours. 


Delayed Action 


The zinc protaminate insulin (Z.P.I.) is also a 
suspension insulin whose absorption is still more 
delayed, and the action operates over a period of 
12 to 24 hours. The bigger the dose, the more 
prolonged its effect, and possibly. one dose in 
24 hours is sufficient. 

Both these suspension insulins are only made in 
double strength, 5c.c. containing 200 units. 
It is extremely difficult to judge either the number 
of injections per day of insulin or the amount of 
each injection unless the patient is very intelligent 
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and can accurately test the urine three times a 
day as well as manage the diet so as to have the 
requisite amount of carbohydrates, proteins and 
fat regulated. It is easier it the patient can have 

nurse who is acquainted with the diet and the 
use of insulin, or if he can enter a hospital or a 
nursing home for continuous supervision over 
diets and tests, until the balance of the requisite 
diet and insulin dosage is established. This is 
even more necessary if the new delayed or suspen- 
sion insulins are to be employed. 


Hypo- and Hyperglycaemia 


Blood sugar.—Everyone of us must have a 
certain amount of sugar in the circulation. The 
normal amount is about 0.1 per cent. If it goes 
too high, say to 0.2 per cent. or 0.3 per cent., th 
patient is in danger of coma of a type known as 
hyperglycaemia, or too much sugar; but if through 
the use of insulin the patient's blood sugar drops 
below 0.1 per cent. a condition of coma may 
develop known as hypoglycaemia. 

Since diabetes is very prevalent and the use of 
insulin common, a condition of coma may arise, 
the patient may be alone and unable to give any 
history of himself, and you may have to diagnose 
whether the state is due to hypo- or hyperglycaemia 
Every nurse should know the symptoms. 

Hvpoglycaemia.—What are the symptoms which 
arise in hypoglycaemia? Generally speaking they 
are symptoms which are unusual in the patient, 
and vary according to the patient—shakiness, 
giddiness, faintness, hunger, emptiness or nausea, 
cold, numbness or pins and needles in the extremi 
ties, headache, drowsiness, or perhaps mental 
excitement almost amounting to mania. As a rule 
the onset of these symptoms is gradual, but | 
have a patient, a fine healthy young man, who 
will go off into complete unconsciousness so 
suddenly that he has fallen down and hurt himself. 
His attack may last for over an hour if he is alone. 

If it is possible to get a sample of urine to test 
for sugar it is easy to diagnose whether the attack 
is due to hypoglycaemia. If no urine can be 
obtained you must look for the following features : 

Hv perglycaemia.—Generally the patient is wast- 
ed, with dry skin, sunken eyes, a sweet smelling 
breath, rapid shallow respiration or air-hunger, 
dry red tongue. 

Hypoglycaemia.—The patient is usually well 
nourished, the skin is moist and may be sweating, 
the respirations are slow and shallow and of a 
sighing type, and fhe tongue is moist. The breath 
does not smell sweet. 


Treatment of Hypoglycaemia 


The diabetic should never be without two lumps 
of sugar which he should carry about with him 
to eat on the first onset of any of these symptoms. 
If he is conscious enough to swallow, give him any 
kind of sugar or glucose; failing this, a 20 per cent. 











glucose enema, or five per cent. intravenous glucose.., 


If none of these are handy, a hypodermic injection 
of 10 minims of adrenalin will utilise the remaining 
sugar stored in the muscles and other organs and 
restore enough consciousness to enable the patient 
to swallow sugar. Patients have died of hypo- 
glycaemia if untreated, especially if the onset has 
occurred during sleep and was unnoticed. Luckily, 
however, most come round as soon as the activity 
of the previous insulin dose has worn off. Thi 
type of hypoglycaemia varies with the type of 
insulin used. With the ordinary (soluble) insulin, 
the attack is usually sudden but responds quickly 
and permanently to the injection of sugar. 

With the suspension insulins, leo retard, and 
still more with the zine protaminate insulin, th 
action of which is spread over 12 to 24 hours, 
hypoglycaemia tends to persist and it may be 
essential to keep the patient under constant 
supervision for some hours, giving sugar in small 
amounts every half hour, or hourly until a per 
sistent sugar reaction, green or yellow, is maintain 
ed in the urine and all symptoms have finally 
disappeared. 

Most cases of hypoglycaemia recover, even if 
not treated: all of them recover if treatment is 
begun soon. The reverse is often the case in 
diabetic or hyperglycaemic coma, the symptoms 
of which are as follows : 

The patient becomes very drowsy, at first 
he can be roused, but soon becomes unconscious 
There is air-hunger,and a strongly sweet-smelling 
breath. If the urine can be obtained it will be 
found to be loaded with sugar and will give a strong 
acetone reaction. The skin is dry and hot, the 
tongue dry and red, the eyeballs sunken and the 
patient probably wasted. 


Treatment of Hyperglycaemia 


Treatment of hyperglycaemia should be on 
these lines : 

(1) Give sugar. Although the patient’s blood 
is loaded with sugar, yet he is starving; so, in 
the onset of a state of coma, do not starve him 
still more but give him 50 grams of glucose or 
sugar by mouth. 

(2) Put the patient to bed at once, apply warmth 
and stimulants such as hot coffee and/or brandy. 

(3) Clear the bowels with an enema but do not 
waste time on this in collapsed cases. If vomiting 
is present wash out the stomach and then leave 
in one pint of 5 per cent. glucose and two drams of 
bicarbonate of soda. 

(4) Get as much fluid into the body as is possible, 
either by the mouth, or by stomach or rectal tube, 
two per cent. hypertonic saline solution, or by intra- 
venous injection of two per cent. saline solution. 

(5) Insulin. When you give the initial dose of 
50 grams glucose, if you have insulin handy (or 
as soon as you can get it) give 50 units of insulin 
hypodermically. Thereafter give 20 grams carbo- 
hydrate and 20 units insulin every two hours until 
the coma has disappeared. As this takes place 
it will be wiser to reduce the insulin to 10 units 
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while still giving 20 grams of glucose. The urine 
must be tested as soon and as often as a specimen 
an be obtained, probably at first by a catheter, 
o that when the reaction for sugar is diminishing 
from a red to a green colour the insulin may be 
mitted for two or more hours. The diminution 
of the acetone test from deep purple to pale mauve 
s another indication for the cessation of insulin 
losage. There is no need for blood sugar estima- 
tions in a case of hyperglycaemic coma until the 
ugar test is very low or absent. 


Some Useful Measures 


It is sometimes difficult to measure out grams 
of glucose and it may be useful to remember that 
4} oz. of Kia-ora orange or lemon squash contains 
5) grams glucose, but must be diluted with water 
for administration.

Sugar, 2 large lumps or 2 teaspoonfuls.

One or more of these substances are usually in 
verv household and may be used either at the 
mset of hypo- or hyperglycaemic coma, or in 
irger amounts for the fully developed condition.

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the administrations of glucose whenever the 
patient can swallow, half a teaspoonful of common 
salt should be added to each pint of water, as the 
patient is lacking salt in his circulation and tissues. 

As soon as the patient has recovered from coma 
it is quite safe to take steps towards normal 
diabetic diet and the amount of insulin may be 
reduced to two or three injections a day. Diabeti 
dieting is so wide and varied in its constituents 
nowadays that the normal articles of food within 
certain limits and with certain exceptions can be 
empioyed. There is no need for any diabetic to 
have recourse to special diabetic foods. At a 
dinner party you would not know a patient was 
on a diabetic diet unless you observed that he 
refused the sweets and avoided thick sauces and 
thick soups and gravies, and that he ate the 
savoury at the end of an otherwise normal meal 

The panel committees provide for insured 
patients not only the insulin but also the reagents 
necessary for testing the urine. 


Only One Case of Sepsis 

I have been very much impressed by the ability 
of the ordinary country or town labourer not only 
to grasp the essentials of the diet pres ribed, but 
to manage the measurement in the syringe of the 
amount of insulin required. Further, in 18 years’ 
experience ot diebetics ol all classes, I have only 
once seen sepsis arising at tue site of an injection, 
so that they also grasp the essentials of antisepsis

Carcinoma of the Rectum 


HE patient was a medium sized man, about 
65 years of age, following a sedentary 
occupation. He had come to the out- 
patients’ department complaining of loss of 
weight, increasing constipation, and perineal pain 
extending over a period of three months, and 
had been recommended for operative treatment. 
He appeared to be of nervous temperament. 
His general condition was quite good, and he 
was up and helping about the ward for the first 
few days. Sister carefully explained to him and 
his wife about the operation. 


Left Colostomy Performed 


Two days after admission he was given an 
aperient (haustus senna co. 1 dram) and on the 
fourth day was prepared for the theatre, with 
an injection of morphia gr. 1/6 and hyoscine 
gr. 1/150, an hour and a half before operation; 
he had previously been made completely ready, 
and the site for operation duly cleansed. An 
operation for left colostomy was performed. 

On his return to consciousness he was put in 
l‘owler’s position with the aid of several pillows 
and a knee pillow; this eased the strain on the 
abdominal muscles. He was given morphia gr. 
1/4 and slept well until the evening, when he 
was given another injection of morphia gr. 1/4 
and made comfortable for the night. 

His progress was good and the colostomy 
started working the following day. Dressings 
were changed when necessary. He was soon 
given a normal diet, with the exception of foods 
containing a large proportion of roughage, such 
as fruit. This was sieved when given. Ten days 
after the operation the stitches were removed, 
and by the 17th day he was allowed to get up, 
take a daily bath, and begin colostomy washouts 
in preparation for his perineal operation. 


Second Operation 

About a month after the first operation, his 
condition being good, and the working of his 
colostomy under control (he took liquid paraffin 
at his own discretion), he was prepared for 
his second operation. He had an injection of 
morphia gr. 1/6 and hyoscine gr. 1/150 an hour 
and a half before the anaesthetic was given, in

conjunction with gas and oxygen. The rectum 
was dissected out through the perineum, and 
about five inches of corrugated rubber drain was 


inserted at the lower end of the wound, closure 


being made with stitches. 

On return to the ward the patient soon re 
gained consciousness, and the foot of the bed 
was placed on blocks, the head being kept low 
for the following six hours, until the effects of 
the spinal anaesthetic had worn off. He lay very 
slightly to one side, on an air ring covered with a 
large pad of cellulose tissue and brown wool, and 
was supported by a knee pillow. In this position 
he seemed fairly comfortable, and after receiving 
the usual post-operative attention he slept well. 


Post-Operative Complications 


The following morning the patient complained 
of pain, and was given an injection of morphia 
gr. 1/4. He had a cup of tea early in the morn 
ing and another for breakfast; he was also 
allowed thin bread and butter, but seemed dis- 
inclined for this. His colostomy worked slightly, 
but he was unable to pass urine and, after the 
usual nursing remedies had been tried in vain, 
he was catheterised 24 hours after operation, and 
18 ounces of urine withdrawn. An injection of 
morphia gr. 1/4 was given and he complained 
of nausea. His temperature was 99.2° F., pulse 
100, but of good volume, and respiration rate 
normal. Hiccoughs which developed during the 
night were relieved by giving him iodine on a 
lump of sugar. The next day his general con 
dition seemed poor. The hiccoughs persisted and 
were relieved by carbon dioxide, given at fre- 
quent intervals. He was taking fluids well, but 
seemed disinclined for food. He was catheterised 
again. 

In the evening his temperature rose to 101.6 
I., pulse 110, and respiration 24. An injection 
of anti-gas gangrene serum, 16,000 units, was 
given intramuscularly to counteract the possible 
presence of gas-gangrene. He was given tab. 
veganin ti and slept fairly well. He began to 
regurgitate bile about 7 a.m. The following day 
the patient’s temperature was 99 F., pulse 110, 
respirations 22. He refused all food and vomited 
nearly all fluids. He was still unable to pass 
urine and was catheterised, 10 ounces of urine 
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being withdrawn. Towards evening it was 
decided to stop giving fluids by mouth, and to 
give saline and glucose 5 per cent. intravenously. 
A continuous infusion can was set up and the 
fluid injected into one of the veins of the leg 
just above the ankle. The temperature of the 
saline in the can was kept at 120 F., and the 
rate of flow was approximately 15 drops per 
minute. 

Though no fluids were given by mouth, he 
still continued to regurgitate bile, so a Ryle’s 
duodenal tube was passed and the free end 
attached to one of three bottles, which formed a 
suction apparatus. [Fluids were then given freely 
by mouth, resulting in the contents of the 
duodenum being siphoned into another bottle. 

As the patient had not passed urine normally 
by the fourth day after his operation he was 
given an injection of doryl 1 c¢.c. at 8 p.m., and 
shortly afterwards passed 33 ounces of urine. 
The drip saline was still working well, about 24 
pints having been given during the 24 hours, to 
which anti-gas gangrene serum 16,000 units had 
been added. 

The Ryle’s tube which had been left in situ 
did not seem to worry the patient. He was much 
brighter in himself and even took a lively interest 
in the siphonage system. His temperature, pulse 
and respiration rate had dropped to 97.6° F., 
96/22, and, with the help of an injection of 
sodium luminal gr. tii, he passed quite a good 
night. 

Failure of Duodenal Suction 

This line of treatment was continued satis- 
factorily for three days, and, in addition, the 
patient was catheterised twice daily as he was 
still unable to pass urine. At the end of this time, 
however, the duodenal suction apparatus failed. 
An X-ray of the abdomen revealed that the 
Kyle’s tube was out of place. Also there was 
evidence of “laddering in the small gut, as of 
chronic obstruction.” 

The duodenal tube was reinserted and the 
treatment continued along the same lines for a 
further three days. At the end of this time it 
was decided to stop the duodenal drainage, and 
as the patient by now seemed able to retain fluids 
by mouth, the drip saline apparatus was also 
discontinued. Although the patient’s temperature 
swung between 99° I°.-102° F. the perineal wound 
looked quite satisfactory, The corrugated drain 
which had _ previously been shortened was 
removed, and the stitches were also taken out, 
the wound having healed with the exception of 
the sinus left by the drain, from which pus still 
discharged. 

The patient’s general condition continued to 
improve, though he had difficulty with micturi- 
tion and was usually catheterised daily. He was 
given mist. hexamine acida 1 oz. t.d.s., and later 
Neoket 2 oz. Then, as the report on a culture 
taken from a catheter specimen was “ heavy 
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group of B. haemolytic streptococcus,” it was

decided to try sulphanilamide, and prontosil tab. 
ii was given t.d.s., for three days, and was then 
decreased to one tablet once a day. 

Bladder wash-outs of mercury 
lotion, 1 in 5,000, were also given daily, but al 
though the urine became less infected the difh- 
culty with micturition did not cease. The 
patient’s temperature was normal and, in addition 
to his daily bath, he began to get up for a short 
time each day. 

The routine of washing the patient and dress- 
ing his perineal wound, making his bed and 
settling him comfortably each night was carried 
out. His mouth needed considerable attention. 
It was cleaned with lint-covered forceps dipped 
in hydrogen peroxide, followed by glycerine and 
borax, and the lips were treated with white 
vaseline, Frequent mouthwashes of glycothymo- 
line were given, and while he was not allowed 
fluids his throat was sprayed with glycothymoline. 

Although the patient's strength was maintained 
to a certain degree by the saline and glucose, 
which was given intravenously, he became very 
dehydrated, and his pressure points neeeded con- 
stant care. His shoulder blades, spine and heels 


oxycyanide 
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were massaged with soap and water, well dried, 
and spirit and powder applied. The leg in which 
the saline cannula was fixed rested upon a pillow 
which kept the heel raised off the bed, but a 
ring pad was made for the heel of the other 
foot and lightly bandaged in place. The weight 
of the bedclothes was removed from both feet 
by a cradle. The treatment for his hips was on 
the same lines until the skin began to look very 
tender ; then they were massaged frequently with 
ung. ignoform, and pads of Gamgee tissue were 
placed over them and secured by a many-tail 
bandage. This treatment, together with frequent 
change of posture, proved most effective, and 
although the patient was in bed for nearly four 
months he had no bed-sores. 

Since his perineal operation he had suffered 
from slight incontinence of urine at night, but 
when his perineal dressing was found wet on 
two consecutive days a urethro-perineal fistula was 
suspected. He was given tab. metramine co. and 
when the dressing became stained bluey-green 
the suspicion was confirmed. 

A Donald’s continuous automatic irrigator 
was connected with the bladder by a permanent

Suction-Siphonage in America 

The indications for the use of suction applied to 
an indwelling duodenal tube have been broadened 
rather than restricted during the past seven years. 
In general, these indications may be summarised 
to include all cases of paralytic (inhibitive) ileus, 
certain cases of intestinal obstruction, and all 
cases of operative procedures on the _ gastro- 
intestinal tract. Following all other types of 
gastro-intestinal surgery except simple appendec- 
tomies, nasal suction is indicated for several days. 
This not only achieves the optimum amount of 
rest for the organs concerned but also gives the 
greatest insurance possible that any suture line 
will not be put under undue strain.— John 
Randolph Paine, M.D., writing in the “ American 
Journal of Nursing.” 


Aspirin as a Poison 


Perhaps no drug is so well known to the public 
as aspirin, for it is advertised everywhere and 
under many names as a panacea for many ills. Its 
vehicle is often the hospitality which provides 
it for the friend’s headache in the spirit that “ even 
if it doesn’t do you.any good, it can’t do you any 
harm.” It is only occasionally that we have a 
reminder that aspirin, acetylsalicylic acid, is a 
remedy that can be abused to the danger-point 
or even employed for self-destruction. In 1939, 
Dyke recorded a case in which some 435 grains 
gave rise to toxaemia involving the hepatic, renal 
and nervous systems; recovery followed repeated 
lumbar punctures, a procedure which has been 
found useful in barbiturate poisoning. Several 
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catheter and the bladder washed out about three 
times an hour. This apparatus is controlled by 
a basis of two siphonage systems (see picture). 
One system works from the glass tank to the 
bucket, and sets the other in action, and this 
irrigates the bladder. A small flask holding 
approximately the same amount as the bladder 
acts as an automatic control and reverses the 
action of filling to that of emptying the bladder. 
All this is carried out continuously with no dis- 
turbance to the patient even when he is asleep. 

The only attention the apparatus needs is to 
keep the jar of lotion used for irrigating (shown 
on the right-hand side in the photograph) full and 
to pump the water that has drained into the pail 
back into the glass tank about once in every eight 
hours. The other pail -containing the used 
mercury oxycyanide is emptied when necessary. 

Nothing now was passed by the patient per 
urethra, This gave the urethro-perineal sinus 
excellent opportunity to heal, which it did in 
about three weeks’ time. The micturition diff- 
culty also cleared up to a great extent, and the 
patient was at last able to go home, being capable 
of catheterising himself if necessary.

suicides by means of aspirin have lately been 
mentioned in the press, and in a case coming before 
the coroner at Epsom, Dr. Eric Gardner, in report- 
ing the recovery of 60 grains from the body, said 
that this amount might well be fatal. The lethal 
dose varies widely from person to person, and 
though aspirin is astonishingly safe compared with 
most other effective drugs there is certainly room 
for greater discretion in the use of one that is so 
often taken in substantial quantities without 
good reason. _** Lancet.”’ 


Memory and Convulsion Therapy 

Of 16 cases treated with convulsants—com- 
prising 12 schizophrenics, three depressives and 
one obsessional—13 recovered and three improved. 
Of these, nine complained of memory difficulties 
which they maintained were due to the treatment 
and which in five cases were still present six months 
after cessation of treatment. A test confirmed the 
impression of organic intellectual impairment in 
eight of the patients, though two of these did not 
complain of any disability. Susceptibility to the 
effects of convulsions seem to vary, for three 
patients did not complain of impaired memory, 
nor did they show impairment on testing. Al- 
though the implications of this work are rather 
grave, it is doubtful whether they out-balance the 
value of the treatment in selected cases. The risk 
of memory impairment suggests however that 
convulsants should not be employed, except as an 
extreme measure, in patients whose livelihood 
depends on their memory and purely intellectual 
capabilities—G. Tooth, M.B., and ].

rhe observations to be made by a midwife during

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YOUR BRAIN AND ITS STORY.—By R. J. A. Berry, M.D., 
F.R.C.S., F.R.S.E. (Oxford University Press, Amen House, 
Warwick Square, E.C.4; price 7s. 6d.) 

THIS is a semi-popular description of the human 

brain and its development The author shows how 

the brain has slowly evolved through the ages The 
steps in the evolution of the human brain are revealed 
by a study of living animal forms. Dr. Berry tells 
his readers how the brain of man differs from that of 
all other animals. In a very interesting chapter he 
deals with the protoplasmic basis of life. His account 
of the dual nervous systems—the central and 
autonomic—is most lucid and _ interesting. He 
then goes on to deal with the senses and their various 
operations and with the make-up of the human mind 
from millions of neurones. His chapter on dreams is 
also very interesting as is also that on how the brain 
operates. His reference to the McNaughton rule as 
not being the last word on insanity is well worth 
noting. There is also a chapter on mental defectives 
which contains much that is suggestive and helpful. 

The concluding chapter treats of the tragedy of 

lust without brains in which Dr, Berry states that it 

is probable that there is a physical basis for much of 
the crime, prostitution and mental disorder with 
which society is afflicted. This is a highly interesting 
volume and contains a vast amount of useful 
information within very small compass.

BRITAIN’S HEALTH.—Prepared by S. Mervyn Herbert on 
the basis of the Report on the British Health Services by 
P.E.P. (Political and Economic Planning). (Published as a 
** Pelican Special ’’ by Penguin Books Ltd., Harmondsworth, 
Middlesex; price 6d.) 

It was a good idea to bring out in a “ Penguin’ 

edition, with its irresistible lure, an abridgment of 

the very comprehensive survey made of our country’s 
health services by the Political and Economi 

Planning Group. 

Lord Horder’s foreword draws attention to the 
record given us on the weak spots as well as the 
excellences in the national health system, and makes 
some pregnant observationson the fallacy of preach- 
ing health to the underfed, on the need of helping the 
fit to keep fit and on the fact that if doctors would 
show more readiness to give simple explanations to 
informed persons the quack medicine-monger would 
soon be put out of business. 

Discussing the cost of ill-health, Britain's 
Health ” tells us that it amounts to something like 
{6 per head of the population. A 1920 report of 
the physical condition of men called up for wat 
service during 1919 showed 41 per cent. as C3 
But in 1935 62 per, cent. of prospective recruits for 
army service were turned down as below the not 
very exacting army standard. 

It was as early as 1601 that parishes were made 
responsible for their own poor: 1834 saw the estab 
lishment of Boards of Guardians, but until 1845 
Parliament had never catered in any way for the 
nation’s health. The insanitary conditions of the 
mid-eighties are common history. Now we have not 
only well-maintained hospitals and schemes for health 
insurance, disablement expenditure and preventive 








services such as the school medical service, but 
accessory services for housing, water-supply, sewerage, 
and recreation in parks and _ pleasure-grounds 

In spite of all that has been done up to date, it 
is rather startling to hear that there still exist 
villages without sewerage and yet scheduled to take 
evacuated children in an emergency. The story of 
the water service details most interestingly the 
overcoming of difficulties caused by lack of co- 
operation and distance from source of supply. 

rhe rise and development of the medical and 
nursing professions and of hospitals are sketched 
Che shortage of nurses is ascribed to the increasing 
demands of increasingly busy hospitals, the gap 
between school-leaving and hospital-training age 
and the “ disgracefully long hours, low pay, working 
conditions and excessive interference with liberty. 
While in complete agreement with the last clause 
which she thinks a major cause for shortage, the 
reviewer disagrees about the exploitation of nurse- 
probationers. 

\ high tribute is paid to the district nursing service 
With the variation of pay for health visitors, would 
that it were true that “‘ nurses in public health services 
normally earn a minimum of {250 a year! ’’ Chapters 
of great general interest are those on national health 
insurance and suggested. reforms; also the special 
services for maternity, mental disease and mental 
defectives and tuberculosis. [he book is a mine of 
information—and all for 6d.

W the good cook should preserve all the 
different vegetable waters for a vegetable 
tock-pot into which to dip for stock for sauces, 
oth and any purpose for which a vegetable flavour 
uuld be an enrichment. Vegetable stock will 
ually only keep about two days, but this does not 
1ean you will have large pots half full of cabbage 
vater, onion water and the rest, if you cook in the 
mtinental way. This type of cooking differs from 
the English in that butter is used, and steaming is 
referred to boiling in water. So the little juice that 
left after cooking a vegetable, added to that from 
he next, will not make a formidable amount of 
egetable stock but just a usable amount full of the 
ssential vitamins. 


Cherefore when in the recipes for the following soups 
ou read “‘ add stock,”’ you will understand by this 
iv vegetable water ready to hand. 


Clear Broth 


Clear broth is not especially health-giving, but it 
is a great function to perform—that of being an 
ppetiser. Our gastric fluids only work when the 
ands are stimulated; this is brought about by an 
mpty stomach or the look of appetising food ora nice 
table. So far as good, health-giving food goes, why 
hould we not begin the meal with an excellent treacle 
udding ? Because it is no appetiser. So you see 
there is a good reason for the order in which we 
it the courses of a meal. Clear broth, then, is an 
xcellent appetite-maker. Here is a nice way of 
making it. 

Put a very little butter in a saucepan. When it has 
1elted it should just cover the bottom. Add three 
nions, cut into quarters, complete with skins. Chop 
ip roughly the green tops of celery, the outside leaves 
fa bunch of leeks, three carrots, parsnip trimmings, 

the bottom trimmings of asparagus (if in season), 
talks of cauliflower—in fact almost any trimmings 
from green vegetables in season. Parsley stalks give 
in excellent flavour, and even a few pods of green 
peas may be added. 


Unsuitable Vegetables 


Do not use spinach, lettuce leaves, sprouts, potato 
x beetroot. You may put in some thin potato 
peelings if you wish, but if you allow the fleshy part 
{ the potato to get in the broth it will go cloudy. 
_ Let all these vegetables crisp up a little with the 
hot butter, by shaking the pan and leaving them to 
ook a little. Then add about a quart of hot water 
ind let it simmer for one hour. As you may be 
cooking other savouries meantime you may dip into 
this pan and use the liquid for such things as sauces, 
refilling with water as required. 

After one hour the liquid can be called clear broth. 
Ladle it through a filter into another pan, add a little

to serve. 

A variation of clear broth is vermicelli broth. Make 
this in exactly the same way, adding the vermicelli 
near the end and simmering for another 20 minutes 

Another variation is consommé royale. Beat two 
eggs up in a tablespoonful of milk and pour this 
very slowly into the broth. The eggs will curdle 
Consommé aux omelettes is made by adding fine 
strips of cold pancake to the clear broth. 


Pot au Feu 


Pot au feu is a French vegetable soup which is not 
only appetising but nourishing too. Start with a 
touch of garlic (one clove). If you don’t mention it 
noone will guess and it adds to the goodness of the 
flavour. Peel the clove of garlic and rub it into a 
strip of bread, then rub the bottom of the saucepan 
with the bread That is all Wash your fingers 
in cold water only (no soap). 

Put into the pan a good tablespoonful of butter to 
melt. Chop up two onions rather finely and stir up, 
till they take up all the butter. Leave this to cook 
on a low flame while you dice three or four carrots, cut 
a small turnip and a parsnip somewhat coarsely, chop 
up a bit of celery, leeks, and half a small cabbage, 
also half an apple, peeled or not, as you like. Add 
a good amount of vegetable stock, or, if you have 
none, hot water, and simmer. 

Now prepare in a small pan some washed mush- 
rooms (soak them first for two minutes or so if you 
like). Put a little butter in the pan, then fry the 
mushrooms (unpeeled) for about five minutes. Now 
add the panful to the broth. Also add some haricot 
beans soaked overnight. Simmer again. Season with 
one bayleaf and a pinch of thyme. Add celery salt 
for seasoning and decorate with a little chopped 
parsley. 

A variation of this broth can be made by using 
onions and leeks only, or using potatoes as well. 

To make minestrone proceed as for pot au feu 
but do not add mushrooms. Cut the vegetables very 
finely and add one or two raw tomatoes (without 
frying), and some cooked macaroni cut finely. 


Vegetable Cream Soup (Thick) 


To make vegetable cream soup, start with two 
onions cut very finely. Fry them in rather more butter 
than previously, as you want it for thickening later. 
Dice carrots, leeks, parsnip and turnip and cook them 
all till golden brown. Then add some shelled peas 
and vegetable stock (or hot water) and leave to 
simmer. 

Now make the sauce. To half a tablespoonful of 
melted butter add one spoonful of wholemeal flour; 
beat with a wooden spoon until smooth. Add a little 
stock and stir till a good consistency. When the 
vegetables are cooked add the sauce and stir con- 
tinuously while the mixture simmers. Move it away 
and add a cup of milk, stir this in and put the pan 
back on a very low flame. Decorate with chopped 
parsley and season with celery salt. 
adding two 


For a variation make a sauce by 
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tablespoonfuls of oats to melted butter and cooking 
till the mixture goes brown (about 10 minutes). 
rhis is very nice added to the soup. No white sauce, 
or very little, is then needed. 

Other cream soups are made by cooking only one 
vegetable instead of many, e.g., mushrooms only, or 
spinach only (in the latter case do not decorate 
with chopped parsley 


Macedoine 


To make macedoine take three or four carrots and 
parsnips and cut them into dice. Put some butter in 
a saucepan and throw in the carrots, add a little 
stock or water and cook without a lid. Wash and 
trim a small cauliflower and pop this on top to get 
soft. Cook any other vegetables you wish to include, 
separately. Garden peas should not be fried in butter 
first, but just boiled in water. Strain the water off 
each vegetable into the stock pot or the pot of clear 
broth if you are making some. 

[Then make the white sauce as described in the 
recipe for thick cream soup, using stock to thin it 
down to a nice consistency. Put all the cooked 
vegetables into this and stir them up and cook a little 
longer. Turn it all out into a soup tureen and decorate 
with slices of raw tomato. Put the cooked cauliflower 
in the middle and decorate with chopped parsley. 

\ very nice variation of this dish is made by turning 
the whole mixture into a pie dish, scattering cheese 
on top, and browning in the over 

A similar sort of dish can be made using only 
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carrots and peas, or carrots and leeks, or again 


cauliflower and peas, or onions and peas 


Leeks au Gratin 


lo make leeks au gratin cut off the coarse outer 
leaves of a bunch of leeks, wash thoroughly and put 
into the vegetable stock pot Soak the remainder 
of the bunch in salt water and hold under running 
water to clear the grit. Then slice the bunch length- 
ways four times and then across in lengths of about 
two inches 

Put a little butter into a pan, add the leeks (which 
should be dried a little with a clean cloth), and put 
the pan over the flame. After the leeks have crisped 
a few moments in the butter add about half a pint 
of stock or water and cook 

After 20 minutes or so strain 
using one tablespoonful of butter, two of flour 
Stir this over the flame and add a cup ot the stock 
from the leeks (or hot water) and a cup ofmilk. If the 
mixture is still too thick after stirring this in, thin 
it down with a little more milk until it is a nice 
consistency Then add one tablespoontul of grated 
cheese, a pinch of celery salt, and stir again, adding 
if necessary, a little more stock.
